v SALT  LAKE  CITY,  Utah— “No 
state  in  the  Union  is  more  free  from 
strikes  than  Utah  has  been,”  declared 
Orval  W.  Adams,  toastmaster  at  the 
ninth  annual  dinner  of  the  Utah  Asr 
sociated’  Industries  at  the  Hotel  Utah, 
Monday  night.  Among  the  683  guests 
assembled  were  representatives  from 
California,  Idaho,  and  all  parts  of 
Utah,  including  a great  many  from 
Ogden,  Logan  and  Provo. 

Important  speakers  were  Paul 
Shoup  of  San  Francisco,  executive 
vice  president  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
railroad,  and  Harry  Chandler,  pub- 
lisher of  the  Los  Angeles  Times. 

LONDON,  Eng.— Three  to  five 
hundred  unemployed  workers  in  the 
Welsh  mining  fields  started  Tuesday 
on  foot,  for  the  assembling  place  of 
‘‘Coxey’s  army,”  which  will  be  head- 
ed by  A.  J.  Cook,  the  secretary  of 
the  Miner’s  Federation.  The  army, 
which  will  number  in  the  thousands, 
is  to  march  to  London  to  ask  parlia- 
ment to  do  something  about  unem- 
ployment conditions. 

-WASHINGTON,  D .C.—  Tuesday 
was  election  day  in  a great  many  of 
the  states.  The  fact  aroused  interest 
in  the  capital  because  of  the  nearest 
-approach  to  a national  issue  which 
was  the  wet  and  dry  contests  featured 
by  many  of  the  elections.  Detroit, 
Colorado  and  Ohio  especially  empha- 
sized this  issue. 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.—  The  great 
musician,  Serg6  Rachmaninoff,  who 
has  been  called  the  aristocrat  of  pian- 
ists, has  found  one  in  whose  presence 
he  is  a complete  democrat.  Tiny 
Princess  Sophie,  grand  daughter  of 
Rachmaninoff,  who  is  but  two  years 
old,  gives  the  great  master  more  plear 
sure  with  her  baby  lisping  of  Russian 
folk  songs  than  he  gets  through  his 
own  composing  and  playing.  Her 
mother  is  the  widow  Princess  Irena 
Wolonsky. 

• WASHINGTON,  D.  C— “The  Mis- 
sissippi flood  control  is  a national 
problem,”  says  John  M.  Parker  of 
Louisiana.  2,000  delegates  of  the 
Chicago  flood  control  conference  are 
. presenting  this  as  their  case  to  the 
house  flood  control  committee. 

“Since  coming  to  Washington  I 
have  had  experienced  men  laugh  at  me 
for  this  policy,”  said.  Parkhr. 

“It  ' is  a new  policy,  and  a great 
change,  but  we  are  going  to  fight  un- 
til it  is  adopted.  Every  state  from 
New  ,York  to  California  felt  the  ef- 
fects of  our  last  great  flood.” 

— With  all  dangers 
of  the  flood  in  New  England  past,  re- 
lief and  rehabilitation  work  is  going 
on.  Thousands  of  homeless  are  seek- 
ing relief  in  churches,  and  halls  unde^ 
the  care  of  soldiers  and  the  red’  cross,. 
The  identified  victims  list  has  • in- 
creased to  85-

CAPTAIN  NOEL  RELATES 
FATE  OF  EXPEDITION 


Displaying  a collection  of  slides  and 
films  that  made  his  lecture  most  in 
teresting  from  start  to  finish,  Cap- 
tain Noel  entertained  an  audience  that 
packet^  College  Hall  last  Wednesday 
night. 

As  official  photographer  for  the  ex- 
pedition which  in  1924j  climbed  to 
within  2,000  feet  of  the  summit  of 
Mfc  Everest,  Captain  Noel  obtained 
a variety  of  views  from  sea  level  to 
an  altitude  above  27,000  feet. 

An  interesting  part  of  the  lecture 
was  that  which  dealt  with  life  on  the 
Plains  of  Tibet,  where  the  ascent  of 
Everest  was  commenced. 

It  was  on  this  expedition  that  Mak 
lory  and  Irvine  were  lost.  These  two 
men,  -leaving  the  main  party  2,000  feet 
below  the  summit,  started  for  the  top 
together.  They  were  last  seen  at  a 
point  700  feet  below  their  objective. 
Their  fate  has  always  been  a mystery, 
since  they  were  never  heard  from 
again.

IVINS  CUES  PR0PRECIE5 
FOLFILLED  IN  ADDRESS 


* President  Anthony  W.  Ivins  of  ths 
presidency  of  the  church,  addressed 
the  Brigham  Young.  University  stu- 
dent body  at  the;  regular  devotional 
exercises  November  8.  In  presenting 
the  speaker,  President  Harris  said. 
“There  is  no  field  of  endeavor  in 
which  President  Ivins  is  not  eminent.” 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Presi- 
dent Ivins  said,  "To  put  religion  into 
practice  you  must  manifest  faith  in 
God  who  has  manifest  Himself  to 
man  through  inspiration,  through 
visions  and  through  messengers  who 
are  not  accepted  by  many  learned  men 
as  prophets.”  He  showed  how  the 
prophecies  concerning  the  destruction 
of  Babylon  and  Tyre  had  been'literal- 
ly  fulfilled. 

“God  uses  men  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  His  purposes.  Often,  how- 
ever, prophecies  are  fulfilled  in  such  a 
natural  way  that  we  fail  to  recognize 
them  as  such.” 

In  closing  President  Ivins  remarked. 
“We  shall  see  God’s  power  manifest- 
ed as  given  by  the  prophets  more  ip 
the  future  than  in  the  past.  Believe 
the  prophets  and  abide  by  what  they 
say.”

KIDS  WILL  BE  KIDS 


Quite  a number  of  students  from  the  uni- 
versity, mostly  freshmen,  are  expected  to  join 
the  aviation  corps  within  the  next  little  while. 
At  least  that  is  the  indication  from  their  ac- 
tions at  the  Arts  Course  number  last  Wed- 
nesday in  College  Hall. 

Several  youngsters  who  are  not  yet  able 
to  distinguish  between  a classic  attitude  and 
a low  class  vaudeville  attitude,  entertained 
themselves  and  gave  expression-  to  their 
childishness  by  folding  the  programs  and 
making  miniature  airplanes  out  of  them  and 
throwing  them  about  in  the  audience.  True, 
there  were  several  children  there  who  were 
responsible  for  part  of  the  air  attack,  but  in 
them  it  was  pardonable  because  they  did'  not 
know  better.  Someday  they  may  learn  that  it 
is  a mark  of  ill-breeding  and  a distinct  lack  of 
culture,  and  then  they  will  refrain  from  it 
just  as  most  of  the  students  did. 

The  climax  to  the  whole  thing  came  when 
it  became  necessary  for  the  professor  in  charge 
to  ask  the  people  “who  were  so  discourfbous,” 
to  leave  the  hall  if  they  persisted  in  giving 
vent  to  their  childish  antics. 

We  are  very  much  ashamed  to  admit  that 
there  are  such  students  who  have  reached  the 
college  standing  and  are  among  us. 


WHERE  RIGHTS  DON’T  COUNT 


In  a recent  class  meeting  Professor  De 
Jong  brought  out  a very  pertinent  suggestion 
in  relation  to  the  arts  course  which,  at  least 
in  part,  would  help  the  situation.  He  suggest- 
ed that  if  there  is  no  way  of  coming  to  a 
compromise  over  the  situation,  that  it  would 
be  better  to  arrange  to  take  the  numbers  to  a 
larger  hall  in  town  and  then  advertise  and  fill 
the  hall  and  not  only  give  all  of  the  students 
a chance  to  go,  but  make  a little  money  on 
the'*  side. 

Last  Wednesday  there  was  a great  need 
of  just  that  sort  of  a suggestion  being  put  in 
action.  The  hall  was  over  crowded  and  many 
students  came,  saw  the  congestion  in  the  hall 
and  went  away  without  a chance  to  see  the 
Arts  Course  number.  A good  number  of  stu- 
dents were  caused  to  become  very  much  con- 
cerned because  of  the  fact  that  people  from 
town  had  come  and  taken  the  seats  and 
squeezed  out  the  students,  when  as  a matter 
of  fact,  the  students  had  already  paid  for  the 
right  to  see  the  number  and  then  were  refused 
that  right. 

Anyone  can  see  the  injustice  of  the  situa- 
tion and  if  it  is  permitted  to  go  on  there  is 
something  radically  wrong.  College  Hall  is 
not  large  enough  to  handle  the  crowd  and 
when  towns-people  are  permitted  the  right  to 
come  in  and  take  student  rights  away  from 
them  because  of  this  fact,  then  action  must 
be  taken  to  remedy  the  situation.

But  when  students  canot  even  claim 
their  own  rights  after  sinking  $1.50  into  the 
Arts  Course  Fund  the  time  to  defend  those 
rights  has  cofhe.  Imagine  going  to  a baseball 
game  with  a season  ticket  and  tlgPn  being 
told  that  there  were  no  seats  for  you  there.

TAYLOR  ASKS  TALENT 
TO  STEP  FORWARD 


Two  hundred  seventy-five  students 
have  been  helped  by  the  loan  fund 
since  it  was  established  in,  1922,  and, 
sixty-nine  loans  are  out  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  according  to  a tabulation 
of  the  figures  by  E.  H.  Holt,  treasur- 
of  Brigham  Young  University. 
These  loans  represent  from  $20  to  $75 
each;  the  maximum  has  recently  been 
set  at  $50  because  of  the  demand  for 
the  loans  which  is  becoming  greater 
as  time  goes  on,  the  report  shows. 

The  total  amount  in  the  fund  at  the 
present  time  is  well  above  the  ^.OOO 
figure.  This  amount  has  been  built 
by  the  sophomore  classes  each  year, 
beginning  in  1922  and  by  the  interest 
rate  of  eight  per  cent,  charged  on 
each  loan.  Each  sophomore  class 
has  increased  the  fUnd  by  amounts 
ranging  from  $350  to  $500.  Last  year’s 
class  turned  in  $500.00. 

No  legal  steps  have  yet  been  re- 
quired to  make  collections  on  these 
loans.  The  recipient  of  the  loan  is 
not  required  to  mortgage  any  pro- 
perty, but  must  secure  the  signature 
of  approved  endorsers.  An  applicant 
for  a loan  must  first  be  passed  upon 
by  the  university  council.
